The problem of erecting an effective dam to stem the flood of United 
States publications, already large and steadily rising, pouring into Canada 
and tending to Atericanize our social thought, national ideals and policies, 
has for, some time occasioned seridus consideration on the part of Canadian 
publishers, and is now giving concern to people who are in no way identified 
with the publishing business. 


A Jarge section of the Canadian people not strongly opposed to restrictive 
policies based on the protective *ptincipte, while others dislike the idea of 
placing a ban on the free interchange of reading matter, and all are more or 
less averse to the adoption of any policy which might be interpreted as un- 
fiiendly by dur next door neighbors. But, as pointed, out in last week's 
aviicle in this column, the situation has become a very serious one not only 
‘ev Canadian publishers, but for Canada as a national entity, 

Prohibnion of United States publications is not to be thought of, except 
in the case of those which overstep the bounds of morals and decency in their 
flagrant altempts at sensationalism to whet the appetites and appeal to the 
Incrbidness of their readers. The United States should itself place a ban 
on these, and if it fails to do so there is no reason in the world why Canada 
should noc protect itself by taking such action. Such publications are not 
hecessary to any people. They serve no good or useful purpose, and are 
wholly harmful. 

A suggestion recently advanced and now being widely discussed is that, 
while not placing any obstacle in the way of United States papers and maga- 
zines entering Canada, a tax should be imposed on the advertising matter 
contained in them. Canada is used as a “dumping” ground for ihese maga- 
zines and papers largely for the purpose of increasing circulation, thereby 
boosting advertising rates and revenue for the publishers and providing an 
avenue through which United States manufacturers and others can attractive- 
ly ‘place their wares before the Canadian public. 
in Canada at a price considerably below the cost of production, and tons of 
them are carried annually by the Canadian post office department at an actual 
loss to the Government. , 

That these American publications are circulated in Canada solely in order 
to obtain additional distribution of these advertisements is fairly well dem- 
onstrated by the fact that in their literary contents little or no attempt is 
mad> to cater to the views And tastes of Canadian readers. 
ican,” in the United States acceptation of that word, through and through. 

Take the current issue of one of the weekly publications which has a very 
large circulation in Canada. It consists of 240 pages, printed on book paper, 
and each copy weighs over a pound and a half, It retails for five cents, ot 
less than the cost of the white paper. Of the 240 pages, 94 are devoted to 


reading matter and illustrations all, with the exception of the front cover, | 


printed in black ink. The other 146 pages are advertisements, and 64 of these 
are full page advertisements printed in all the colors of the rainbow, and then 
some—reds, blues, greens, purples, browns, yellows, pinks, mauves and vary- 
ing shades and combinations of these colors. In a word, this magazine is 
mainly an advertising catalogue, and a beautifully attractive one at that, of 
United States goods. ; 

If all this advertising matter entered Canada as a catalogue, or as straight 
advertising matter, thousands of dollars would have to be paid on it in Cus- 
toms duties, but coming in under the guise of a magazine it is practically duty 
free, 
of it for a purely nominal sum. It would cost these United States advertis- 
ers millions of dollars annually to themselves print and distribute this matter 
in Canada.

Upper Air Currents 


Sclentist Says Region of Upper Strata 
Has Tropical Climate 

Discussion of the observation of 
meteors, made during a lifetime by W. 
F, Denning, thb English amateur as 
tronomer, has revealed a totally new 
aspect of the upper air, according to 
Professor H. H. Turner. ’ 

“It has been known for some 
time,” says Professor ‘Turner, that 


4as we ascend for the first few miles, 
ceases to fall abofit eight miles up.

The message, broadcast from Rugby, 
was pickd up by an unknown station 
on the Maine coast and relayed by 
telephone to New York and thence to 
Chicago. It was reported to be the 
first time a telephone conversation 
had been carried between Europe and 
Chicago, although such communication 
had been established with cities on 
the Atlantic coast.

Tibet City Bars Electricity 


Rulers of Lhasa Refuse to Allow 
Modern Improvements 

Lhasa, the forbidden city of Tibet, 
does not want electric lighting. Its 
rulers, the lamas, are afraid that the 
light of modern knowledge might be 
spread by the introduction of modern 
machinery, and that would be fatal to 
their authority. To run an electric 
plant in Lhasa would call for educa- 
tion among the operatives and In- 
volves contact with the outside world. 

Hence the massacre of a party 
transporting 300 tons of electrical 
equipment intended for use in the 
forbidden city. Every member of the 
convoy was killed and the machinery 
was destroyed and thrown over a pre- 
cipice, 

It is an uncomfortable, but not a 
poor, country. The population re- 
mains almost stationary for the reason 
that there is no immigration; polyan- 
dry is common and celibacy prevails 
among the lamas, who number about 
500,000 in a total of something like 
6,500,000 ‘people.
